There is 
little question that we have plenty of 
oil in Alberta, and that before very 
long there will be considerable pro- 
duction, but unless companies are 
professedly organized for development 
purposes they are rightly placed un- 
der suspicion at the present time.

Here is the most amazing ifeature 
of several of ‘the current oil promo- 
tions. Capital is being solicited by 
means of shares valued at ten, fifteen, 
twenty-five cents and like amounts 
simply because the company’s pro- 
perty is located in a province or dis- 
trict wherein have been discovered oil 
deposits. ‘he investor is told that he 
must, therefore, becOme a Rockefeller 
—if oil is struck, Obviously, the pro- 
per thing to do is first to discover the 
oil, then to invite the public’s inter- 
est. Wealthy men are always willing 
to test a property in order to prove 
whether or not it has value. The 
outlay is not great. In many of the 
companies now being floated the chief 
boring is in the pockets of the gullible 
instead of in the property owned by 
the concern. 

Some companies are impudent en- 
ough to advertise that the Canadian 
government gives protection. It does 
in the matter of stariff, having placed 
an import tax on oil, but it naturally 
gives no protection or advice to the 
man who desires to make oil invest- 
ments. This government protection 
phase was worked to death during 
the Cobalt paper chase. 

Because ‘'om, Dick or Harry have 
made money in the California oii 
fields is no reason why any particular 
Canadian will make money in A'berta 
or elsewhere by following the excit- 
able tips of slang experts and pro- 
moting fiends. We ara told in one 
advertisement that men and women 
are rushing like mad from all parts 
of the civilized world into the oil 
fields of California. Other callings 
and professions are being deserted 
and fortune-seekers are rushing pell- 
mell, helter-skelter into the oil regions 
like a flock of runaway sheep. ‘That 
is no guarantee that Canadians will 
make money in a home property. 

The old story of oil lands adjacent 
‘o properties which have paid well is 
rehashed for consumption with pet- 
roleum sauce. Some promoters posi- 
tively guarantee with a show of mys- 
tery that the price of stock will be 
adyaneed on a certain day. There 
is no mystery in stock manipulation. 
The evidence given ‘before the Cana- 
dian Senate regarding Northern Al- 
berta oil fields is also paraded. It 
proves nothing respecting particular 
properties. Ground floor propositions, 
so called, are innuimerable. Often 
those who enter that way escape 
through the back door of the base- 
ment. ; 

The most dangerous phase in the 
present oil gambling craze is the fact 
that Canada undoubtedly possesses 
valuable oil deposits. Active drilling 
explorations were carried on in Al- 
berta and British Columbia during 
1907 and 1908;- According to the latest 
government report covering those two 
years “no production has yet been re- 
ported from these Western provinces.” 
Yet the majority of companies now 
advertising have their properties lo- 
cated in Alberta and British Colum- 
bia. The Dominion government in 
1904 passed an act providing ¢or the 
payment of a bounty of one and a 
half cents per gallon on crude petrol- 


eum produced from wells in Canada. }. 


Claims must be submitted by the pro- 
ducers of crude oil to the minister 
of trade and commerce, and they have 
to be substantiated as to quantity 
by the certificate of the receiving sta- 
tion, tanking companies, refiners or 
other purchasers, as well as by super- 
vising officers of the department of 
trade and commerce. 


SUNDAY CLOSING AT THE 
POST OFFICE. 


Calgary Albertan. 


The Calgary board of trade asked to 
have the post office kept open longer 
on Sundays. The answer of the post 
office department is to have it closed 
up entirely from morning until night 
on Sundays, which is quite a different 
thing. The Calgary board of trade got 
about the same satisfaction as the dog 
that grasped at the shadow. 

The Albertan does not believe in 


unnecessary labor on Sunday, but it 
believes that the recent finding of 
the department is annoying, paltry and 
objectionable. .No Sunday labor, or 
but little Sunday labor. will be saved, 
and ‘the only change to be made will 
be the needless delay for a day in 
getting the mail. The same amount 
of labor will be done by the same 
sized staff, and doubiless working the 
same number Of hours during the 
week. Probably the letters will ‘be 
placed in the boxes just the same, but 
the public is barred out and prevent- 
ed from getting in ‘to get the letters. 

Letters are posted on Sunday, des- 
paiched on Sunday, carried on Sun- 
day, read on Sunday and written on 
Sunday. Why then should uot box 
holders have the privilege, of getting 
their letters? 

‘This is merely a temporary triumph 
for the people who do not know 
when to stop, and do not seem to be 
happy unless they are interfering with 
the rights of others, It is but a tem- 
porary advantage, for a series of an- 
noyances such as this will result in a 
reaction in favor of a wide open Sun- 
day that may be disastrous. 

Every person who took mail out of 
the post office on Sundays, which in- 
cludéd a large number of people, 
church people and others, will be un- 
able to understand why it is that they 
should not get the mails, as long as 
the clerks work inside of the post of- 
fice all day long. It isa form of petty 
tyranny which does not speak well of 
the methods of this country.

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FALL BACK ON 
GOVERNMENT 


Nothing Will be Done This Year in 
Regard to Grande Prairie Route 
—Assistance is Sought 


‘A delegation will shortly wait on 
the Alberta government with a request 
that a road be opened up between Ld- 
monton and the Peace River coun- 
try. 

This is the statement of Peter Gunn, 
M.P.P., of Lac St..Anne, who as a 
member of the recently appointed 
committee to find the ‘best route, is 
convinced that whe only way wo do 
it is to approach the government at 
the coming session. Mr. Gunn ex- 
pects J. W. Cornwall, the member for 
Peace River, to draw the attention of 
the legislature to the needs of the 
north country. 

“Nothing can be done this year in 
regard to building a road to Grande 
Prairie,” said Mr. Gunn. “Every town 
on the G.'.P. line west of Edmonton 
thinks a road can be built from it, 
but a road is out of the question this 
year.” 

Leo Ferguson, a well-to-do rancher 
of the Lake Saskatoon country, is in 
the city today on his annual trip for 
supplies. He says that since May Ist 
last the stretch of country eighteen 
miles east of Lake Saskatoon with a 
width of five miles has been well 
settled. He reports thap on the way 
down via Lesser Slave Lake and Atha- 
basca Landing he counted 78 freight- 
ers taking settlers’ effects into the 
country. 


MR. McLEOD RETIRES 


General Manager of the Nova Scotia has 
Been Prominent Figure in Banking 


World 


Halifax, Feb. 1.—T'he retirement of 
H. C. McLeod from the general man- 
agership of the Bank of Nova Scotia 
is not because of any difference as to 
policy between himself and the sharet 
holders. Tche shareholders present ex- 
pressed genuine regret at Mr. Mc- 
Leod’s retirement and asked him to 
reconsider his resignation. 

Mr .McLeod has come prominently 
before the public latterly in opposi- 
tion to other bankers in Canada ‘in 
that he urged that a system of outside 
inspection ought to be enforced as a 
part of the statute law. He argued 
when the present bank act,was passed 
in 1900 that a bureau of inspectors for 
banks be attached to ‘the Finance De- 
partment. Other bankers took strong 
contrary views. The government was 
opposed to. Mr. McLeod’s policy, urg- 
ing as a reason that they would be 
held diable af their officers were not 
thorough, and the shareholders suf- 
fered thereby. 

Mr. Fyshe, McLeod's predecessor, 
has said that this is the only point 
of policy in banking on which he 
and Mr. McLeod ever had any dif- 
ferences. 

“The Bank of Nova Scotia has put 
into practice its strong views, and 
trained Scottish accountants certify 
to the sharcholders the correciness of 
the balance sheets of the bank. 

Mr. McLeod's resignation was a 
surprise to banking circles ‘in Toron‘o, 
Mr. McLeod has been a sort of stormy 
petrel, to his fellow4bank managers, 
and a few.weeks ago he had set out 
onan active propaganda for changes 
in the bank act in its approaching re- 
vision by parliament this session. He 
had broadcasted the country with a 
pamphlet in favor of an independent 
audit by government inspectors of all 
the banks, a proposition that was 
strenuously opposed by the others. 

He has been a prominent resident 
of Toronto ever since he moved the 
head office of the bank from Halifax 
to Toronto some years ago. He has 
suceeded in making the Bank of Nova 
Scotia a one-man bank, and played 
with a great deal of force a lone-hand 


‘| policy. ‘The Bank of Nova Scotia un- 


der his predecessor, Mr. Fyshe, and 
under Mr. McLeod has built up the 
largest reserve fund proportionately 
to its ‘capital of any bank in Can- 
ada. 

Mr. McLeod lives in Rosedale, Tor- 
onto, is a big, bony Highlander by 
descent, a great automobilist, and has 
driven all over this part of Canada 
and adjacent parts of the United 
States. He is a great yachtsman. 

He has been identified with several 
Minnesota propositions, and was fre- 
quently in New York. He has a pro- 
nounced inclination towards loaning 
the funds of the bank in Wall Street. 
New York, and on flotations in this 
country, one of his last ventures being 
in connection with the reorganization 
of Nova Scotia Steel.
